While the citizens 
held the policeman he leaned far out 
of the window and lifted the women, 
one at a time, and swung them into 
the room. In an hour the fire iu the 
Adams house was out. 
The firemen 


found the body of Mary Loughlin, CO 
years old, at the bottom ot the stairs 
leading to the roof. She had been 
smothered by the smoke. 


By G o'clock the fire iu the Andrews 


house was sufficiently under control to 
permit a search of the ruins. Then 
the bodies of two of the St. John chil- 
dren were found. They were carried 
dowu aud placed by the side of those 
of their mother aud little brother. 
Several firemen were seriously hurt 


The Collins will case has come to a 


close and the will of the late Seth B. 
Collins will stand as it was originally 
made. 
The last trial of the case

one. When the will of Seth B, Collins 
was opened it was found that he left 
his estate to his two sons, Dr. Orrie 
G. Collins aud Roscoe Collius, and to 
his sou, William Collins, better kuowu 
as " Polly" Collius, he loft but, $1. 
The will was admitted to probate by 
Judge Hammer and Polly Collins ob- 
jected. The ease was then taken to

Polly Collins 


claimed that his father was iusaue 
when the will was made. The first 
trial, which was at the January term, 
1898, resulted in a disagreemeut of the 
jury. The case came up again in the 


SJay term and the jury decided iu 
favor of breaking the will A new 
trial was granted with the result men- 
tioned above. The estate at the time 
the will was probated consisted of 
53100 in money aud property on North 
Main street valued at $4000. The at- 
torneys connected with the last trial 
of the case were David Hutchison. 
Redrnon & Hogan and Leforgee & Lee 
for Polly Collins. Attorney C. M. 
Borchers appeared 
as guardian ad 


liteni for Roscoe Collins aud L A.

the attorneys for the estate and the 
opposite side had six witnesses, mak- 
ing 30 in all who were examined. 


The eouclusiou of tho trial is prob- 


ably the last chapter in one of the 
most bitterly contested will cases over 
brought up iu Macou county. No 
motion for a new trial was made to- 
day, although that may bo done later 
if tho attorneys sec fit. It is not likely 
that the case will bo appealed ns a 
largo appeal bond would bo required 
and iu the case just finished Polly 
Collius prosecuted as a p oor person.

TULLY WILL CASE 


Was Taken Up Today in 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., April 


—The mail advices from the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent ut Apia, 
Samoa, under date of March 21, con- 
firms previous cable advices iu> to tbe 
situation there. 
After Admiral Kautz 


arrived there on tho cruiser Phila- 
delphia, he called a consultation ot 
the con&uls »nd chief officers of the 
warships of the three nations. 
The 


British representatives agreed with 
the Americans that tha provisional 
government uuder Matuui'e. could no 
longer be recognized, but the Oormau 
consul, Rose, declared that ho could 
not consent to any change pending 
further instructions from his govern- 
ment. The American admiral issued a 
proclamation calling ou Mataufa aud 
his followers to go quietly to tlioir 
homes aud respect the law». He also 
ordered that the followers, of Malietoa 
Tauus, who had boon ejected, be re- 
turned to their homos. The authority 
of Chief Justice Chambers was also 
upl.eld. 
Tho result was that the 


Mataafaus made a move as if to obey. 
In the meantime Robe isbiied a procla- 
mation declaring KauU's proclama- 
tion, false, saying lie would coutinue 
to recognize the provisional govern- 
ment pending further advices from his 
home 
government. 
Thereupon th 


Mataaftma returned to their formoi 
positions and his warriors surrouudec 
the city. Word was given out tha 
Mataafa would prevent the entrance o 
food supplies. Then Admiral Kautz 
issued an ultimatum aud marines 
with quick firing guns, were lauded 
from the Philadelphia and the British 
ship Porpoisu, while American aud 
British residents went ou board their 
respective vessels. 


In the meantime Rose lodged a pro- 


test with Admiral Kantz, declaring 
that the German warship Palke would 
not assist against the Matnat'aus aud 
expressed a fear that harm would re- 
sult from the Admiral's proclamation.

At the expiration of that time 
if ho has beou successful with his 
htudius he is put through a test. For 
t\yo years he undergoes 
the most 


severe discipline. The test is a severe 
one aud is made to learn whether or

Directions are frequently given for 


burning the kitchen wastes. This is 
probably the best way of disposing of 
buch garbage iu wholesale quantity in 
cities where crematories are built for 
the purpose, but it is not a feasible -waj 
of treating the kitchen wastes in each 
individual house. It is injurious to a 
niii"e or to a furnace to burn so much 
moist matter. It requires an extrava- 
gant use of coal, and it produces a dis- 
agreeable odor that clings about the 
premises for hours. Even the smoke 
ascending fills the air with an odor so 
intolerable that the practice is strictly 
prohibited in many villages where Hie 
houses are situated near together. In 
the country, where there is plenty oi 
room, the most, economical method ol 
disposing of kitchen refuse and any 
matter like bones, old woolens, or any- 
thing that shows by its odor that it con- 
tains, nitrogen, is to bury it in a deep pit 
dug for tho purpose, and covered tem- 
porarily with boards to keep out the 
rain. Cover over the garbage after put- 
ting it into the pit with about twice as 
much wood ashes as there is of garbage, 
and throw over it about five times as 
much earth as there is garbage. Con. 
tine from time to time, until it is nec^ 
essary to prepare a isew pit. When one 
of thebe has been filled and has lain foi 
one year it can be dug up for fertilizer 
Where wood ashes cannot be obtained 
niK in one part common washing soda 
and one part quicklime for ever! fivt 
parts gaibnge. and cover the whole as 
before, with fue times as much dr\ soil 
as there is gaibage. The miracle ot 
beauty which is pioduced in the ilowei 
garden by well-rotted fevtili/.er thus 
composed of kitchen wastes will be an 
astonishment to anjone who has nevei 
used it. In some cities the German 
gardeners send out from door to clooi 
to gather garbage, which they use foi 
these compost heaps, and no plants art 
more successful than those reared by 
the use of this fertilizer, well mixed 
and sifted with sand and soil. The mass 
in the compost must be evenly mixed 
with a spade when it is dug t,p and used 
a^, a fertilizer. There arc various othei 
wnjb of disposing of wastes in acorn- 
post heap, but this is a simple way 
which can be used in a single family, 
where there is only a limited amount oi 
garbage to be dispo eel of. properly de- 
composed and covered.—7.*. Y. Tribune

mush, add two beaten egg*, one table- 
spoonful of melted butter and one cup- 
ful of sour inilk or buttermilk in which 
one level tcaspoonful of soda has been 
blended. 
This bread requires nearly 


twice asi long baking as ordinary corn 
bread, which together with the scald- 
ing of the meal gives the mos-t thor- 
oughly cooked of all corn breads. It 
should be served with a spoon, itsicon- 
sistency not admitting of cutting in 
slices. Eaten hot, with good butter, 
it is most delicious. The thickness of 
the mush is not an absolutely essential 
point. A few trials will enable you to 
decide just the right quantity for the 
meal used. When the raiik is added it 
should be a thin batter.—Woman's 
Flome Companion.

They are certainly not im- 
proved when fried in a batter, which is 
often greasy on the outside and un- 
cooked inside, but they are delicious 
and very wholesome when baked sim- 
ply. 
A little salt and lemon juice help 


to bring out and improve the natural 
flavor, aud are often a great aid in the 
digestion of the uncooked fruit. A lit- 
tle sugar may be used for tho.se who 
think it an improvement. Divide them 
»uoe each way and lay them in a bak- 
ing dish, with a sprinkling: of the sea- 
•oning on each layer; them add water 
to jmrtshowamongthe slices, and a few 
bit* of butter, which, with the sugar, 
helps them to brown better. One table- 
spoonful of sugur. one-half tablespoon- 
ful o< lemon juice, a few grains of salt 
md a teaspoonful of butter for each 
banana i* » good proportion. Bake in 
l quick oven about 15 minuses.—N. Y. 
Herald.

To prove there is nothing- extraordi- 


nary In a fly's hautiff h.OOO eyes it is 
known, that" a certain beetle owns 50,- 
010 eyes; a certain butterfly 34,710, a 
common drajron fly 34,038, and n silk- 
worm moth 12,500. 


As a fly cannot turn its head it has 


eyes in all directions. 
So small are 


these eyes that 1,000,000 would not 
cover the surface o£ a square inch, 
Each uje measures a thousandth part 


nn inch, and the color is almost al 


ways red. 


Occasionally with his thousand eyes 


n fly is deceived. 
This is evidenced 


when a bluebottle inside a room heads 
forthc open country. Tie does not see 
the window glass and the tjtumpwhli 
which he strikes and the angry buz?
